The Soldier* and Home Traitor*. 


There ia no doubt that our soldiers in the 


army feel indignant at the treasonable 
coarse pursued by the copperheads at the 
north. This sentiment is universal. There 
may be a few fanatics in the ranks -who 
still worship the name of party, to the ex- 
clusion of patriotism, but they are merely 
isolated cases, like insanity or idiocy, in the 
general community. 


Almost every soldier's letter expresses 


grief and indignation at the state of. things 
in the north. 
They feel that they are 


abandoned by their friends at home and 
left to fight tie battles for tha Union, 
against traitors in front and rear. They 
read of the efforts of tho copperheads to leave 
them to their fate, surrounded by hostile 
and implacable foes. 
Some of their com- 


rades are induced to desert by lying repre- 
sentations from home, and to add eo their 
discomfort they begin to fear for the safety 
of their families. 


If anarchy is to spread over the country 


this fear would not be groundless, but we 
have not yet thought there coulil be any 
reasonable ground for such apprehensions. 
It ia true that the more open and reckless 
tory sheets hint such things. The Cincin- 
nati Enquirer does not hesitate to slander 
and abuse soldier's families. This dispo- 
sition to sneer at the unprotected and de- 
fenseless has not unfrequently manifested 
itself among the lower strata of traitors 
in the north. 
It comes, however, from 


such degraded sources that its utterance is 
not generally worthy of notice, but the 
Cincinnati Enquirer having indulged in it) 
•we are not surprised that the paroled sol- 
diers at Indianapolis, together with their 
friends, hold meetings to express their in- 
dignation. 


The Chicago TimeSj of yesterday, throws 


out an intimation in regard to the mob at 
Detroit which deserves notice and remem- 
brance. It says " our chief regret is that, 
if so violent a remedy was necessary, the 
infliction could not have fallen upon abo- 
litionists Instead of negroes." This is a 
distinct intimation that the next time the 
pro-slavery mob finds it " necessary" to 
apply the " remedy " of murder and arson 
to correct what they consider a public evil, 
it shall be applied to " abolitionists." Now 
who are abolitionists-? Jeff. Davis and 
Beauregard apply the term to. the whole 
north. Their sympathisers'have attached 
the epithet to all who are in. favor .of sup 
pressing the rebellion. It, is especially 
heaped upon those who would use force 
instead of a disgraceful and cowardly sub- 
mission. Soldiers, therefore, come in for a 
fall snare of the sneers and abuse of the 
copperheads, and it is not at all surprising 
that the dislike and contempt is returned 
with full interest by the volunteers, who 
visit their homes, and that they are regard- 
ed and stigmatized as abolitionists. 
The strongest sentiments^of disgust we have 


heard expressed towards the copperheads, 
comes from officers and soldiers who were 
democrats 
when the war commenced. 


They can scarcely restrain their feelings, 
•when they listen to the treasonable talk^ 
they hear in the north. 
We have received 


numerous letters from them demanding to 
know why sueh things are permitted by 
the loyal people at home, and it is a com- 
mon remark of their's that when they have 
put down the rebels at the south they will 
return and perform the same duty towards 
those at hocce. 


We do not publish these letters because 


they might serve to stir up strife among 
ourselves. We hope the day will be far 
distant when mob rule shall usurp the civil 
law. 
Notwithstanding the Chicago Times 


may appeal to such a power and in- 
vite desolation to reign among us, it is bet- 
ter to let them pass with the contempt they 
deserve, than right a wroug by unlawful 
methods. 
We have now laws for the pun- 


ishment of treason and nil who may aid the 
enemy in any way. The whole administra- 
tion and enforcement of these laws are in 
the hands of the people's agents, the 
offi- 


cers of the general and state governments, 
and let us wait for them to protect the peo- 
ple from the outrages of home traitors, if 
they commit any, and be ready to support 
them in their sworn and lawful duties.' 


However strongly our brave volunteers 


may feel on this subject, and however in- 
sulting in language the northern friends of 
Jeff Davis may be, it is better to let them 
go their way and commit some overt act 
against the peace of the country and its 
laws, and then they will be made to feel 
that there is a power that will punish. We, 
therefore, regret to hear of- the forcible 
suppression of obnoxious newspapers by 
paroled or convalescent soldiers, who take 
the laws into their own hands for this pur- 
pose. It is better to smother oar indigna- 
tion aud wait. These traitors are now an- 
masking themselves. Let them show their 
designs fully, but it is not at all unlawful 
to be always ready to second the govern- 
roe tit, when, it moves upon these concealed 
and cowardly violators of law, to bring 
them to a just and lawful punishment.

We have within ft few days met several 


jttntlemen who have been visiting friends 
in the army of the Cumberland, and it af- 
forda us great pleasure to say that . they 
agree in giving the most gratifying accounts 
of its condition. 
Men. and officers are in 


high spirits, confident, resolute, patriotic, 
cheerful. 
They are well clothed, well fed, 


splendidly armed, and have comfortable 
quarters. The hospitals are in admirable 
order, better- constructed! provided, and at- 
tended, than many in Ohio. The foraging 
parties liave been exceedingly successful. 
The business of foraging has been carried 
on systematically—the whole army, indeed, 
has been exercised at it—and the result is 
z. great deal of wholesome recreation and 
some spirited fighting for the troops, and 
the accumulation of an immense quantity 
of corn and other articles of value and ne- 
cessity. For weeks, hardly a day has pass- 
ed but rebel prisoners, to the number of 
one or two hundred, have been brought in. 
The only reverse on our side, on Gen. Bose- 
cran's lines, was on the extreme right, in 
front of Franklin, and the army opinion of 
that affair is that Colonel Coburn exceeded 
his orders, and thinking he was driving the 
enemy, pushed pn'raahly, covetous of " the 
bubble reputation," and fell into a trap.— 
But heavy as our loss was there, it is far 
more than compensated by the many small- 
er affairs along the lines, in which we have 
inavariably had the advantage. The rebel 
army is not in high feather, and when the 
Toads get-dry will be put .But-of .Tennessee 
on the double quick at the point of the bay- 
onet.

He is now on 


board the Oswego, and whenever they 
beat to general headquarters yon will see 
William Ried standing at his post ready 
for orders.

200 contrabands 
from Helena, en route for St. Louis.

the belief in the capture of Yazoo city, 
and that further successful movements will 
be made into Tallahatchie. 


The Emily in getting into the Pass had 


both wheel houses smashed and other dam- 
age inflicted on her ripper works from 
trees. 


The steamer John H. Dickey, Capt, Dan. 


Muasellman, came up early this morning, 
having been released from government ser- 
vice for repairs. Her news is anticipated 
by telegraph.

every non-commissioned officer, private, or 
other person who has been or shall hereaf- 
ter be discharged from the army of the 
United States within two years from the 
date of enlistment, by reason of wounds re- 
ceived in battle, shall be entitled to receive 
the same bounty as is granted or may be 
granted to the same class of persona who 
are discharged after a service of two years.
